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Internationally Itanowned Architect (3®©® Pelli 
and Owens Corning €1® @l@ni tfl* Hiner 
Featured Ira Dialogue at CMA 


CLEVELAND — Internationally renowned architect Cesar Pelli, design architect for the world 
headquarters of Owens Corning Corporation in Toledo, Ohio, will pair with Owens Corning chairman 
and CEO Glen H. Hiner for the next dialogue in the Art and Management: What Can We Learn from 
Each Other? series at the Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA). It will take place Wednesday, April 3, 2002, 
at 6:30 p.m. Focusing on innovation in architectural design and creative management, this series of 
dialogues between world-renowned architects and chief executives of international organizations is 
presented by the Weatherhead School of Management at Case Western Reserve University (CWRU) and 
the Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA). The dialogue is free, but tickets are required. Reserve tickets by 
calling the CMA ticket center at (216) 421-7350 or 1-888-CMA-0033.

Built in 1997, the Owens Corning headquarters houses 1,100 employees and is organized around 
a large courtyard to form a campus-like environment. Glass is a key feature of the sinuous building, 
which follows the Maumee River's curves and provides optimal views of the water as well as access to 
natural daylight. Various colors of glazed brick provide textural contrast, while the centrally located 
lobby is topped with a striking, porcelain enamel panel roof punctuated with small clerestory windows. 
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Cesar Pelli was born in Tucuman, Argentina. In 1977, he became Dean of the School of Architecture at 
Yale University and established Cesar Pelli & Associates in New Haven, Conn. His numerous projects 
include the Cleveland Clinic's Cole Eye Institute, Crile Building, Taussig Cancer Center, and Lemer 
Research Institute; the Petronas Towers in Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia, the world's tallest skyscrapers; the 
Sears Tower in Chicago; the Canary Wharf Tower in London — the first skyscraper in England; the 
Cheung Kong Tower in Hong Kong, which responds to feng shui principles; and an addition to the 
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Museum of Modern Art in New York, which features a four-story, glass-enclosed garden hall 
overlooking a completely refurbished sculpture garden. 

Mr. Pelli's work has been widely published and exhibited, with eight books dedicated to his 
designs and theories. Observations for Young Architects (Monacelli Press, 1999) is a distillation of his 
thoughts on the profession he loves. 

In 1995, the American Institute of Architects (AIA) awarded him its Gold Medal. In 1991, the 
AIA selected Mr. Pelli as one of the 10 most influential living American architects. The AIA has also 
awarded Cesar Pelli & Associates its Firm Award. In all, Mr. Pelli has received over 100 awards for 
design excellence and is the only architect to receive a Connecticut State Arts Award. 

Glean H. Hiner 

Glen H. Miner has been Chairman and CEO of Owens Corning since 1992. He has implemented a vision 
of global growth for the company, introducing new products and building manufacturing facilities 
around the world. The company and its people are focused on customer satisfaction, individual dignity, 
and shareholder value. 

Mr. Hiner joined Owens Corning following a 35-year career with the General Electric Company. 
A native of Morgantown, WV, he has a bachelor's degree in electrical engineering and an honorary 
doctorate in science from West Virginia University. The Society of Plastics Industry bestowed its highest 
honor, the Dan Fox Lifetime Achievement Award, to Mr. Hiner in 1994. He also has an honorary 
doctorate in humane letters from Trinity College in Hartford, Conn. 

Mr. Hiner serves on the boards of directors for the Dana Corporation, The Prudential Insurance 
Company of America, and the Kohler Company. He is also a trustee of the Toledo Symphony.
